1 thought I Would dr.ip yon a few 
lines, but tlie sun is so hot it makes 
me hav.' that sleepv. lazy feeling that 
one exj/eriences back in ••Old Ivain- 
tuck" iluring the months of August 
and July. The first day we arrived it 
rained, but the weather has cleared 
up and is now beautiful indeed. Jack- 
sonville is a nice town of atwut thirty 
thousand inhabitants, and full of bus- 
iness and sUr, but there are but few 
things of interest Ime. We spent yes- 
terday at St. Aogosting, which is the 
oldest city In tbe United Stot^ Could 
haveqpent a week there adl never 
grown tired.

The sight of 
so much water is calculated to make 
the average Kentuckian shrug his 
slioulders, but the scenery around is 
grand.

After a drive of about a 
mile along the beach, and picking up 
many pretty shells, we went to Fort 
Marion. It is st range how these old 
conqiiino rock walls iiave stood three 
centuries, imt they are still used for 
garrison duty. 

We next visited the famous Ponce 
DeLeonheteL It Is another sight 
worth traveling miles to see, not that 
it is so large, but tbe architecture is 
so grand. (It beats our new hotel at 
Lancaster, but like a true Kentuckian 
I tell people that we have one that 
Ijcats this one.)

FIRES IN OLD NEW YORK. 



Tke Bnclcet Brisaae mt 
■ As* Worked on • I 
aoie Principle.

Fire engines in New Yorlc a century 
ago were of very inferior quality and 
of primitive design. The oniy water 
there was for tire purposes was obtained 
from woodi,'!! [juiups, and by a law of 
the corporation evtfry ov\ ner of a dwell- 
ing was ob!ii.;ed to supply a tire bucket 
for every hreplace in the house or back 
kitchen; these buckets held three gal- 
lons and were made of sole leather: 
they were hnpg in the passage near tbe 
front door. When the bell rang for fire 
the watchmen, firemen and boys, while 
running to the fire, cried: Throw out 
your buckets!" These were picked up 
by men. women and boys runriinj,' to tlie 
lire. Two lines were formed, fmni the 
tire to tlif ricarcst ptini|>; ulun the 
pnini) ^'a\e out the lines were c.iriied 
to the nearest river; one line passed 
down the empty, the other pa.sstd up 
Ihe full buckets: if a person tried to 
break through the lines he was com- 
pelled to fall in and helpw under penal- 
ty of a severe drenching for refusal. 
'Fhe buckets were marked with the 
nanie and number of the owner, and 
any householder not supplied with a 
bucket was liable to fine and in some 
cases imprison mrnt. 

I-'very mori irsr after :i fire tlie corpo- 
ration cr.rnicn went to the streets near 
the scerc, picked np tJie buckets and 
dumped them in the lobby of the city 
hall. People then sent their children or 
servants to bring home the buckets, to 
await the next Ire. 

This method of fire fighting had 
many disadvantages, though at that pe- 
riod most of the inhabited part of New 
York was below the line of Fulton 
street, and in consequence the distance 
to either river was not very great. 
Moreover, the riparian boundaries of 
.New York were less extended than they 
are now, Creenwieh street and Front 
street being the outside l>oundaries. 
As the city grew northward and as the 
distances from the eentral JBrondway 
line to tlie river front were gradually 
increased it was no longer praeticable 
to depend on bnckets passed from hand 
to hand, and therefore there was adopt- 
ed a copper pump for drawing water 
out of the river in case of fire, and there- 
by avoi«Iing the disagreeable necessity 
of the inhabitants poing;- down to the 
slij)s and handing the water up in 
bnckct.«. This was ordered by the cor- 
poration in 1799. One year afterw^ard 
this pump vras deporited, by authority, 
in t he rear of the city hall. The wheel* 
of the engines were at that tinse so 
small that locomotion wa* extremely 
difTicnIt when there was much snow. 
Art ordinirly a new style of sled was 
trill! ;iiid similar ones were ordered to 
be iiKiili' for the other engines. P>ut 
they were fdund to be worse tlian use- 
less. f(ir in attempting to turn a cor- 
ner the engfines were often upset and 
damaged. In very narrow streets some- 
times I hey were left to be homed, be- 
cause it was impossible to get them 
away. 

About fhls Ibac eaeh engine house 
was supplied with two poles long 
enough to carry 12 bucl<ets each. These 
poles were borne on the shoulders of 
four men. The general rule was that 
Ihe first fireman to reach the engine 
house after an alarm of fire should have 
a right to the pipe and take it with him 
to the fire; that the next four firemen 
to arrive shoald bear away the bucket 
poles, and that tbe rest of the company 
should mn off with tbe engine as best 
they might. **bawHngo«t and demand- 
ing the aid of citizens as they proceed- 
ed on." The "bawling out" process, 
which had the indorsement of ordi- 
nance as w ell as custom, was not wholly 
satisfactory to New Yorkers, as in case 
of false alarms it often disturbed the 
slumbers of the burghers and at other 
times emptied taverns and other meet- 
ing places without any practical result.

In his address at Boulogne on "Hy- 
giene and Its Progress During the 
Last Hundred Years,*' Dr. Bronardel 
said that while in the French army 
the mortality from typhoid fever is 
alwut IS in 10,000, in the German army 
It Is a* low as one or two per 10,000. 
The lower mortality of tiM Gcnaan 
army Is doubtless owing to tlie fact 
that an order of a government au- 
thority addressed to any municipal au- 
thority is immediately carried out, so 
that an impure water supply must 
soon be replace^ by a better one. On 
the other hand, many of the Frenen 
municipalities are indifferent to their 
responsibilities. Dr. Bronardel also 
stated that the first French vaccina- 
tion was done in Boulogne, and the 
statue of Jenner there records the 
ev«lt.— Chicago Tribune.
